— In exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by clause (bb) of section 80 of the Indian Mines 
Act, 1928 (TV of 1923), the Central Government is pleased 
to direct that th e fob owing amendments shall bo made in 
(he Mines Creche Rules 1946, the same having been 
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previously published as required by sub-section (1) of 
'section 31 of the said Act, namely: — 


(1) In rule 3, aider clause (d) the following clause shall 
be inserted, namely: — • 

“(e) On the pioduHion of a certificate from the Chief 
Inspector of Mines that the productive capacity 
of a mine will be exhausted within the next three 
years, the competent authority may on condition 
that the owner of the mine shall provide a 
temporary structure to serve the purpose of a 
Creche anil on such other conditions as the 
competent authority deems fit grant exemption 
from the construction of a creohe in accordance 
with these rules”. 

(2) To clause (1) of rule 4, the following proviso shall 
ho added, namely: — 


“Provided that with the previous permission in 
writing of the competent authority, it may be 
built of any other material which the said 
authority may approve”. 

(3) For rule 7, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely : i — 1 

“7. Provision of staff . — At every creche the owner 
of the mine shall appoint 

(1) a Creohe-in-charge who shall he a woman 

possessing such qualifications and training 
as may be approved of by the competent 
authority, and 

(2) inferior staff on a scale approved by the said 

authority”.
